Thanks to Bill Eckburg, Victor Frank, Frank Aden, Dennis Smith, John Ebeling, Fernando 
Garcia, Pat Dyer, Jeff Kadet, and Keith Smith for information appearing elsewhere in this 
month’s column. Note the “fake calls” for the new Fox LPTVs in the Youngstown, Ohio market. 
(William Hepburn’s ETVDX report, page 48 of the November VUD) W62BT is signing “WYFX”, 
and W40AM as “WLFX’. These call changes are not official. (at least not yet) 


Fernando is seeing two new stations with unID color bars. He believes the one on channel 62 
to be Ciudad Hidaigo, and the one on channel 64 to be from Sabinas Hidalgo. Both towns are 
in Nuevo Leon - the latter about 250km south of Laredo, Texas. (i can't find Ciudad Hidalgo 
on my map) 


Jeff Kadet wondered why he’d never seen K8OAW Dubuque, still listed in the FCC database. 
He emailed KWWL [7], K8OAW’'s primary, and got an answer from their VP of Engineering Jim 
Ohmstede. Ohmstede wrote: “In 1979 KWWL and KCRG needed to relocated the 
receive/transmitting tower (| presume the translator tower-ds) and replace some very 
undependable equipment. It was determined that continued operation of the translators 
provided very little benefit and translator operation for both stations was discontinued.” No 
translators of KCRG are listed in the FCC database. It looks like the FCC forgot to remove 
K80AW. Jeff also says new KFPX [39] is a pest on channel 45 at his location - K44AB 
Keokuk, lowa picks up K38AB, and also puts out KFPX one channel up. 


Dennis Smith has a bunch of good California LPTV info this month. He’s also noting KADY 
[63] Ventura carrying news broadcasts produced by KEYT [3]. All “Key News” shows, whether 
airing on channei 3 or channel 63, are also simulcast on KEYT Radio, 1250AM. (formerly 
KTMS) On a similar vein, Dennis saw promotions for KJEO [47] newscasts airing on KGMC 
[43] Clovis/Fresno. Finally, on this subject, KSBY [6] has been promoting its news as available 
on 87.7 FM. Actuaily, all channel 6 TV stations can be heard on 87.75FM, if your radio will 
tune that low.

New Zealand Channel 1 


The F2-layer MUF between Northern CA and 
New Zealand has reached greater than 45 MHz on 
numerous occasions during October and November. A 
number of radio amateur contacts have, in fact, taken 
place on the 50 MHz radio amateur band. Mostly this 
has been weak stuff, not good enough for ID of their 
audio on 50.750, and I have no reports of anyone 
getting a picture. 


I have abstracted from reports by Bob Magnani, 
K6QXY, near Sebastapol, CA, of those times when he 
reported very strong reception of the New Zealand 
channel 1 video carriers, which are on 45.240 (stron- 
gest here), 45.250 (weakest here), and 45.260 MHz. 
Times and dates are UTC, formatted mmddhhmm.

Postscript 


Continuing our oft-interrupted comments of Doug 
Smith's answers to my questions in June 98 VUD. 


How about non-broadcast TV? 


There doesn't seem to be a huge amount of interest. 
There have been some reports of radio STLs in the 
VUD, though I believe that ended up in the now- 
defunct PSB column. There never was much inter- 
est. This stuff is pretty hard to DX because of the 
narrow beamwidths used, and the intermittent mobile 
nature of remote truck transmissions. (Sometimes it's 
hard for us at the stations to receive the remote 
trucks, even though we know where they are, they're 
pointing their antennas at us, and our receive an- 
tenna is 750' in the air!) Still, it would make for some 
interesting DXing if someone were to give it a try! Do 
double-check the regulations first; seems to me the 
ECPA covers remote pickups, which would mean it's 
now technically illegal to DX these! 


There are additional identifying parts of a TV 
transmission... (VBI IDs, SAP). Is reception of any 
one of these alone sufficient? 


If it serves to positively identify what you're receiving, 
yes. You are receiving signals transmitted by the TV 
station being claimed, and you're receiving them on 
the same frequency as they're using to broadcast to 
the general public. 


Call letter identification is becoming a thing of the 
past in all radio services, except the amateur service. 
We're weird, being so proud of those funny number- 
letter combinations! Cail letters will probably stick — 
around to provide a way for the FCC to keep track of 
who's where (a key field for their databases), but | 
would be not at all surprised to see the legal ID regu- 
lations dropped for DTV and digital radio stations. 
Other forms of identification--quite likely, as part of 
the datastream--will take its place. If we want to keep 
OXing, we'll have to accept these other methods. 


Now is the time to start, before most of the UHF chan- 
nels are swallowed by digital and high definition TV. 


QRM will certainly be getting worse on the UHF 
band. But in most parts of the country, there's still 
plenty of open space. | don't think DTV is going to 
make DXing impossible. | find Fernando Garcia's 
tentative report of WSB-DT [39] Atlanta especially in- 
teresting. Having seen some of these Fernando's 
UHF DX photos, | have no doubt many of these sta- 
tions would have yielded a usable digital signa!. Of 
Danny Oglethorpe’s E-skip photos in the May VUD, | 
think KVVU-5 and WTAE-4 would have probably 
yielded usable DTV signals. And yes, there will be 
DTV on low-band VHF.

Even twelve months ago it 
was almost wholly confined 
to a handful of 
communities. The number 
of television receivers 
owned by the © public 
numbered less than 200,000. 
Only 16 television stations 
were tossing images from 
batwing to dipole in 
January, 1948, and these 
stations were scattered 
along the eastern seaboard, 
in limited areas of the 
midwest, and in one city of 
the west coast. 

This was the calm before 
the television storm of 1948. 
Shortly thereafter, TV manu- 
facturers began to work up 
steam on their production 
lines. Receivers, which in 
1947 had been moving out 
of factories into stores at the 
rate of 10,000 or less a 
month, suddenly began to 
stream forward in a steady, 
unbroken flow. 

The steady flow of TV sets 
became a-— gusher in 
January, 1948. In that 
month alone, 30,000 sets 
were turned out. By the 
end of 1948 receivers were 
coming off production lines 


at better than 130,000 a 
month. 
At the start of 1949 


television programs were 
being received in 26 of the 
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nation’s leading market 
areas. At the beginning of 
the year there were 51 
stations on the air and at 
least 73 more were under 
construction. A total of well 
over 100 television stations in 
the U.S. by the end of this 
year (1949) is foreseen. 

While television stations 
mushroomed across the 
country at an_ incredible 
rate, another service 
essential to the commercial 
well-being of the new 
industry was keeping pace... 
the installation of facilities 
for network telecasting. 

The American Telephone 
and Telegraph Company, 
which pioneered in network 
services for radio, has also 


pioneered in television 
networking with great 
success. Two methods of 


program transmission are 
available: one the co-axial 
or concentric cable, and 
the other the microwave or 
radio relay. 

Fourteen months ago the 
only network facilities avail- 
able in the United States 
extended between New 
York City and Washing- ton, 
D.C,. Then, AT&T opened its 
first radio relay (microwave) 
link between Boston and 
New York ... seven towers 
that beam programs in 
either direction.

By June, 1948, when the 
Republican National Con- 
vention opened in Philadel- 
phia, AT&T had = again 
extended its network route, 
opening a coaxial cable 
between Washington and 
Richmond, VA. 

Another historic milestone 
was marked in networking 
when, early in October of 
1948, the Bell Systern made 
available a network route 
extending from Buffalo to 
Cleveland, Toledo, Detroit, 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Louis. Early this year one of 
the great achievements in 
the history of television was 
effected when, on January 
11, the AT&T drove another 
“golden spike” to link the 
East and the Midwest. 
Telecasts marking the linking 
of the above cities to New 
York, Philadelphia, Boston, 
Pittsburgh, Baltimore, Wash- 
ington and Richmond in a 
14-city network fook place. 

Most of the cities on the 
Eastern-to-Midwestern net- 
work are connected by co- 
axial cable, but three cities 
are linked by microwave 
relay. One group of relays 
connects New York City to 
Boston: another links Detroit 
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with Cleveland; and a third 
interconnects Chicago with 
Milwaukee. 

Before the end of 1950, 
AT&T plans to provide 
additional facilities to 
extend television network 
service between the follow- 
ing cities: Los Angeles and 
San Francisco; Milwaukee 
and Madison; Buffalo and 
Rochester; Toledo and 
Dayton, Columbus and Cin- 
cinnati: as well as Indian- 
apolis and Louisville. 

Other connections include 
Boston and Providence; 
New York and New Haven; 
and links from Philadelphia 
to Lancaster, York, Reading, 
Harrisburg, Johnstown, and 
Pittsourgh along with Akron, 
Youngstown, and Wilming- 
fon. 

Until co-axial cable and 
microwave relay facilities 
can be extended further, 
many cities with television 
service will be dependent 
upon a third method of 
connection; the kinescope 
or Teletranscription system. 
All of the present operating 
networks (NBC, CBS, ABC, 
and DuMont) have equip- 
ment for recording on film 
from the face of a cathode- 
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ray picture tube, These 
programs are delivered by 
air or rail to stations not yet 
linked to the live network 
microwave or co-axial 
cable feeds. Among cities 
using kinescopes are Los 
Angeles, San Francisco, 
New Orleans, Atlanta, Mem- 
phis, Houston and Secttle. 

J. R. Poppele, president 
of the Television Broad- 
casters Association forecasts 
there will be 134 stations on 
the air by the end of 1949, 
235 by the end of 1950, and 
about 335 by the end of 
1951. He predicts the great 
rural areas of the nation will 
receive their television 
programs frorn transmitters 
which will tao into the 
national network links. 
These stations would not 
originate local program- 
ming, at least initially. 

Wayne Coy, chairman of 
the FCC foresees 1,000 TV 
stations operating by 1955,
